TIE RIGATS OF ALIENS,

When viewed in the light of reason
Italy begins to see that her demands
upon the United States regarding the
men killed at New Orleans are unjust
and not in accordance with international
law, as at first claimed. In all her
treaty obligations the United States
guarantees the same protection of the
laws to citizens of a foreign power that
she gives to her own citizens, no more.
In this caxe the murderers of Chief
Hennessy, of whom it seems two were
citizens of Italy, were killed by a mob.
They were not slain by the United States
or by any of its agents, but by private
citizens, Let a crime be committed
against any citizen of the United States
nad he hus no redress against the Na-
tional Government, He must resort to
the civil conrts provided by the State.

There he can secure redress, Or it may |

be that justice miscarries, in which case
he has no appeal, but must quietly sub-
mit, nnless he takes the law in his own
hands, for which he himsell becomes
amenable to the State.

It was because of the misearriage of
juetice that the citizen—in this ease an
assemblage ol citlzens—took the law
into his own hands at New Orleans. No
one will presume to say that ltaly wounld
ever have said one word in protest had
these assassing been found guilty amd
execated by the Sherit. Even if she
had the United States would have re-
plied that she could oniy give these men
suich protection as she afforded to her
own citizens, and the courts having
found them guilty of crime the Federal
vovernment conld not interfere. Had
they been executed by agents of the
National Government then would [taly’s
demunds have been in accordance with
international law, As in the case of the
seizure of Mason and Sidell. England
demanded their release, and the seizore
having been made by a naval officer of
the United States, this Government was
directly responsible and so held, Should
a citizen of the United States bd mur-
dered by Italian bandits this Govern-
ment could not demand redress of the
[talian Government, The punishment
of the criminal would have to be per-
formed by the peace officers where the
wurder ocearred,  But should a citizen
of the United States be killed by a com-
pany of ltalian soldiers, then very prop-
erly that Government would be held o
angwer for the acts ol its agents,

The Constitution of the United States
is not weak as the European press has
tried to point out. It alfords within
the pale of law ample protection to all,
but it cannot be stretched to supplan
the eivil government in time ok peace,
even thoogh justice may have seemed to
be lost,

For some unexplained reason the peo-
ple of Arizona seem to have an insane
desire to rush a wan into the grave just
as soon as he is dead, particularly if he
appears to be homeless and friendless,
A case of this kind occurred in Phaenix
several months ago, when the G, A. R.
disintered a member of that order and
gave him a Christian burial, In Mohave
vounty a quick burial was recently
made which leads the Miner to thus
justly comment on it:

A man named Mabony, who was brought over
from Mineral Park a short time ago and placed
i the county hospital, suffering with pnetime
nln, died Monday aiternoon, and was burled a
iew hours thervalter. It does not seem right 1o
ek & man under the sod before his beart grows
vold snd his Umtw bocome righd. Some regard
should be shown these poor dedd bodles tefure
interment. Porbups toey have friends or rels-
dves who, had they but known of thelr denth,
would have given them burial oulside the pot-
let's field. These mun are worthy plobeers of
vivilization on the frontier of the great West
They have discovered new El Doradoes; othyrs
nuve followed 1 thelr rmeks Lo reap the harvest.
Ihey wre worthy a better fate than w be hustied
iito thelr graves while they are yol warm.
